.M tlio election for I'^ast Syihiey, Sir 
Henry Parkcs, the Premier, was re 
tunned the fourth oii tho poll, being 
timiiiforo the last of the four candi- 
ilTite.s elected. They vvera Messrs. 
lu'iii, If.oiiwiek, Dangar, and Sir Hen 
ry I'lirkes. Tlie tirst naiued had 3, -113 
M)if.s, iiiul the last 2,770. Sir Henry 
Parkcs, in his addresses to the electors, 
liius strongly ojjposed payment of ineni- 
I l i s ; ho is in ftivor of forwarding 
technical education. Tho official noti- 
lic.aion of - Judge jMeymott's dismissal 
.slates that it is on account of habitual 
iliscDurte.sy to the legal practitioners 
in liis court, interference with jurors, 
iiikI also .subordinating the interests of 
justice to his own perjsonal conven- 
ii'iicp. Ha was exonerated from the 
cliiirj,'eH of corruption made against 
Idin. The Governinont have offered a 
rewind of 50/. for any info.tniatioii as 
Id .Mr. Jjamont Young, the Goveni- 
nient Geologist, and his party ; such 
TO ward to be increased to WQL if it is 
hliow'u that they have mot with, foul 
pliiy. Tho whole affair is still en- 
.-hruudcd in mystery. 

VICTOIUA. 

(.ireat dissapointniont was felt at 
Trickctt being beaten by Hanlan ; it 
was attributed to the Colonial being 
out of form, and having been overtrain- 
ing. The utmost interest had been 
manifested in the result in all the Aus- 
iridiiin Colonics. The new Ministerial 
Ueforin Bill was to be cicculateil on 
.No\ ember 19. it provides that the 
Council shall be elected from the rate- 
[layurs' roll, and tliat tiiere shall be 
thirty single seats. The expiring Land 
Bill was to be renewed for a twelve- 
month. The Affc couiplaina that the 
Reform question has not already been 
pushed on with, and .said that if Mr. 
Berry had resolutely determined to 
Buttle it when he took ollice three 
years ago, he could have done so very 
speedily ; but it adds that ', Mr. Berry 
has made a series of blunders, that his 
enemies arc increasing in numbers and 
courage each session, whilst his au|)- 
portors arc gradually droo|)ing away 
under the paralysing iiithience of want 
of genei'alship." The caiitain of the 
German war-ship Nautilus had applied 
to the Government for the apprehen- 
sion of a desortet from the vessel, and 
tho Attorney-General had intimated 
that there was no power to take any 
action in the matter. Mrs. .Jones, who 
kept the Glenrowan Hotel, wlierc! the 
aflair took place, had been arrested on 
a charge of harbouring the Kelly bush- 
rangers. A motion had been brought 
forward in the Assembly to pay to Mr. 
Hargroavcs, the gold di.scovcrer, the 
sum of 2,619/., being the balance of 
5,000/. voted in 1855 for the gold dis- 
covery. 

Fersdevitto& of the tovra in l£orocco. 

A painful case of outrage jterpctrat- 
ed upon a Jewish woman in Morocco is 
made public, supported by evidence 
which, if it does not conmiand assent, 
is certainly powerful enough to claim 
for the statement the most rigorous in 
vestigation. The story is that a wo- 
man named Zabra Tolidano was in 
Tangiers forcibly taken from her friends 
one Sabbath day, dragged to prison 
"without charge preferred or accusation 
urged," carried thence to the public 
Htjuare of the town, stripped nearly 
naked and flogged by four men, taken 
back to prison and released two days 
afterward on tlio ground that the wrong 
person had been jnmi.shed. But this is 
not the worst. It is charged that tho 
real author of this atrocious wrong was 
the French Consul, that a verbal mes- 
sage from him to the Governor, sent 
through a soldier of the Legation, was 
the only authority for the proceeding, 
and that a soldier attached to the 
satue Legation watched tho flogging, 
and carefully kept count of the stripes. 
The exposure in the public square was, 
of course, a wantonly cruel aggravation 
of tlic outrage, for, as our contc-mpor- 
ary points out, even tho lowest, vilest 
and most criminal of Moorish wonu n 
are never so punished but only insitle 
tho prison. In saying that the evidence 
of this dreadful story is supplied by L. 
A. Cohen, reprosentative of the Ameri- 
can Boarcl of Delegates for Civil and 
lleligious BightB, oflicially attached to 
tho United States Consulate-Cioneral, 
and that the Algerian journal L' A this, 
of the 22d ult., contains full details of 
the allair as oflicially registered at the 
American Consulate, wo have given all 
the facts so far as is known. In ordi- 
nary caeea such a story would be jn-o- 
nounced utterly incredible, but, as it 
stands, ife cannot bo thus liastily dis- 
missed, and it may be hoped that the 
French Goverrimont will take prompt 
steps to ask their 'intinminated- repVe-

Her lui.sbaiid being 
an old man was unable to o.vtricatu her, 
and sho was drowned hofora his cries 
broiiglit assistance. 

Ex-Alderman Harnier, of ^Montreal, 
recently received a li'tter from a former 
servant, in which she stated that on one 
occasion, while in his employ, she u|iset 
an otagero contidnfllg a valuable sot of 
china. Fearing censure and disiiii.saal for 
her negligence, she took a beautiful fawn 
out of its pen in the garden, and [ilaced it 
in the drawing-room. When the family 
returned they found the fawn innocently 
sleeping on the sofa, and the shivered 
china on tho floor, and the natural im- 
pression was, of course, that tlie fawn had 
dono tho mischiof.

It is therefore, of the lirst mo- 
ment that attacks of this tiffection, iiu;i- 
lental to and iiidicati\ e of a poor ami 
weak state, should bo prom[)tly placei] 
under treatment, and, as rapidly as 
may be, controlled. — London Ldiicul.

FEoIliAL PAP. 

The discussion on Thursday over iMr. 
Bennett's rcsolutiou was one of the 
most interesting of the sussiou. Tlic 
mover asked tlie House to express the 
opinion that no member of the Execu- 
tive sliould accept an ollice of emolu- 
ment from tlie Fedend tioveruiiicnt. A 
long and exciting debate sprung up. It 
is not our intentiou to review that ilis 
eussion; it ia suflicient to say tliat tliis 
most ]n-oper motion was defeated 
througli the treacherous conduct of tlio 
Provincial Secretary, who, after having 
stated that if the resolution was amend- 
ed so as to i)laco all members of the 
House on the same footing with mem- 
boi-s of tho Executive lie would sup- 
port it, aclually voted luul lobbied 
againsthis own suggestion wlicli, mean- 
while, one of his own party h.ui moved 
as an amonduient. Tbo Proaacr who 
at lirst afl'ected am entire in- 
ditlereuce as to wlicther Ihe res- 
olution passed or not, made an iiu- 
passioned appeal to his followers to 
throw it out, which with the assisl.ince 
of the three AVestminster members, 
they did by a majority of three. The 
importance of every member of the 
House being placed' beyond the in- 
fluence of Federal patronage, especially 
while the relations of this country with 
tho Dominion are in a critical and un- 
satisfactory condition, was ably shown, 
and the prrmier, while afl'eeting to 
think that a mendjci' of tho Executive 
who would eat Federal broad and but 
ter while the railway matter was still 
ponding, would be guilty of a crime, 
protested against the passage of the 
resolution as an evidence that the 
Houne could not trust either the ICxccu- 
tive or itself. He was well and pithily 
answered by Mr. Fekucson, whose 
torso remarks arc worthy of being re- 
peated hero: — 

•'Mr. Ferguson .said wcmiglitas well go 
to tiio other extreme and say that bucauso 
we i)as3 a bill to prevent men stealing 
that wo suspect every man in 
tho province of !)einf; a thief. 
(Hear.) lie was sorry fur the ex- 
uggoratcd phraseology of tho attorney- 
general. The question was not one of 
locking tills, it was whether avo should 
pay a man and allow him to work for 
souieouo else. necause wo Icgislato 
against dishonesty wo are not noccaaarily 
dishonest men. " 

Although the resolution did not pas.s, 
the premicr'.s denuncio.tion in advance 
of any Executive oflicerjwho should 
accept Federal patronage may be taken 
as proof that he, at least, would spurn 
any proposition that might be made of 
sucli employment. It is well under- 
stood that the oilice of Legal Adviser 
in British (Jolumbia to the Donunion 
is vacant; but the Attorney-General, 
having condemned to jjolitieal infamy 
any Executiveoflicer who nuiyconsontto 
fill it, could not now accept it even if 
it were offered. But tlicro is another 
consideration which none of the mem- 
bers would seem to have reniombered : 
A glance at the Public Accounts shows 
that'during tlie ])ast two years large 
sums were ])aid by the treasury 
as fees to legal gentlemen for 
conducting Grown business. Now, 
if tbo Attornoy-Goncral is unable for 
want of time to transact provincial 
business, for which he i.s well paid, he 
surely cannot find time to tran.sact 
Federal business.

TRADE OF THE DOMINION. 

The returns laid before the House of 
Common.^ by the Minister of Customs 
on the 26th ult. supply an exhibit of 
the trade and navigation of the Do- 
minion for the fiscal year ending 30th 
Juno, 1880. A number of supplemen- 
tary tables arc given ex))lanatory of 
tho progress and nature of Canadian 
trade, adding llguros for tho last fiscal 
year. Table No. 1 shows that (he value 
of the exports from the Dominion ex- 
ceeded in value those of any other 
year since 1871, and that value was on- 
ly exceeded in two years, viz.; 1873 
and 187'i, since the date of confedera- 
tion. It also shows a result never shown 
before in the Donunion statistics, viz., 
an excess of exports over imports, the 
amount of such excess being over total 
imports 81, '121, 71 1, and over the value 
of the goods euterod for consumption 
§10,129,109. Tlie amount of import 
and export customs duties collected 
314,138,8-19, was exceeded in 1874 by 
$283,033 and in 1875 by 81,222,532, 
but in no other year since 18C7. For 
1880 tho total exports were §87,911,- 
458; the imports 880,489,747; entered 
for consuiiiiition, .871 ,782,349 ; dutv 
collected .811,1 .'iS, 81 9. Of these latter 
amounts the totals for the provinces of 
Ontario, (.>uebec, New Hrunswiclc and 
Nova iScotia were:— Exports, 882,918,- 
828; imports, $82,581,648; entered for 
consumption, .$67,890,649; duty, 813, 
170,507. The aggregate trade of the 
Dominion exhibits an increase in ti'ade 
with Clreab Britain over that of 1879 
of 81:5,018,438 and a decrease in that 
with the United States of §8,207,80;). 
Tito trade with tlie British and foreign 
West Indies and South America during 
the last year amounted to .S7,5G2,G78, 
and in 1879 to 85,498,929, showing an 
increase in favor of last year of 82,- 
003,749. The trade with China and 
Japan siiows an increase in the last 
year over 1879 of $425,944, and a still 
larger amount over the two jjrccedin" 
years. Tho table of cxporta by coun- 
r.rics shows an aggregate increase from 
.879,32;l,GG7 in 187S' to .887,911,058 in 
ISSO. The exjiorts to Great Britain 
have slightly ilecrcasod from 845,911,- 
539 in 1878 to 845,840,032 in 1880, 
while tho.se to the United States have 
iu the same period increased from $25.- 
204,898 to 833,349,909. The exports 
to Newfoundland have in the same 
period decreased from $2,094,082 to 
$1,610,300. Table 5 shows that the 
imports for home consnini)tion liave 
decrea ed from $91,199,577 in 1878 
to $71,782,349 in 1880;^^^.-Those from 
Great Britain alqne ha\ e in' tlio same

.rOlIN BlUCllT ON COEliCrON. 

In tho House of Commons on the 
27th ult. John Huiuiit said he deeply 
regretted that coercion was necessary. 
If the Land Bill had not been prompt- 
ed after the Coercion iSill he would 
not now have been in the iNIinistry. 
.lie had received letters from li-elaiul 
allowing that during tho last four 
months Ireland had been drifting from 
bad to worse. Tho Land League inighL 
boast of their power, but ho doubted 
their wisilom or jialriotism. The lead- 
ers of the League h^d to a groat ex- 
tent demoralized the people whom they 
professed to defend. It was only uiulor 
a Nulemn sen.sc of duty that the gov- 
(•riiiueiit had introduced measures of 
coercion. He trusted that when tho 
Land Bill was introLluced it would bo 
found to be a great ami comprelionsivo 
moa.sure which would prove a durable 
monumont to the memory of this par- 
liament and ministry. 

FRO UDE'S IRl'sU NOSTR UM. 

The supplementary chapter of the 
new edition of Rlr. Fhoudk'.s " English 
in Ireland " declares the historian's 
opinion that Ireland can be pacified 
only by Home Kulo or by despotic 
govesnment. Ilis plan would bo to 
govern the three southern provinces 
for fifty years by tho Crown, and to do 
justice in tho meantime to the people. 
Ho M'ould go\'ern Irelaml by the appli- 
cation of 1 1 i.sli ideas, without giving 
the Irish any chance to express their 
ideas ! He says : — 

" Hut I !un tukl it is impus.sihle. It is 
imposaible, as the Uiiion was iini(ossil>lo 
in 1704, as VValpole and his successur.i 
found it impossible to allow tlie Irish free 
trade, as it was impossible to manage Ire- 
land in tho last century except through 
corruption. Not impossible in the nature 
of things but impossible from the nature 
and condition of English parliamentary 
[joveriimont — impossible bccau.B0 incon- 
sistent with the interest and ambitions of 
tho parties into which the English par- 
li.iniant is divided. If such a resolution 
was adopted by one cabinet in a moment 
of aii;,'cr and panic it would be undone by 
tlic next. Tlio very (]uiot that 'Aould iii- 
Kuro would bo an excuse for a demand 
for tho restoration of constitutional right. 
Despotism is out of date. Wo can govern 
India; but ,yo cannot govorii Ireland. Bo 
it so. Then, let Irol.uul be free. She ia 
miserable because she is unruled. Wo 
might rule hor but wo will not, lest our 
avrangomonta at home might be intov- 
forcd with. Wo cannot keep a people 
chained to us to bo perennially wretched 
because it is inconvenient to us to keep 
order among them. In an indepondent 
Ireland tho ablest and strongest would 
come to tho front and tho baser elements 
bo crushed. Tlic statu of things wliicli 
would ensue might not bo satisfactory to 
U3 but at least tiiero would be no longer 
tiio invoi-sion of the natural order which 
ia maintained by the English connection 
and tho compelled slavery of education 
and iatolligence to the numerical ma- 
jority. This, ton, is called impossible- 
yet, if we will neither rule Irelami nor al- 
low the Irish to rule thoin.sclvcs nature 
and facta may toll us that whether wo will 
or no an oxperimont which has lasted for 
700 years shall bo tried no longer. Be- 
tween the "impossibilities" wo may bo 
obliged lo choose if Ireland is to coaso to 
be our reproach and the Irish race a dan- 
ger and a torment to every country to 
which they emigrate."

by tho Great Western Railway, but owing 
to tho railroad amonitica genofally nt this 
season of the year we liad a tedious wait 
of something over an liour and a half at 
Ifainilton alias thu Ambitious City, and 
as a con.se(iuciicc were that nmch bu- 
hiiul time in arriving here; l)ut too late, 
thuugh, to bo in tinio fur dinner, that 
must delightful and wolcoiue event to a 
iiungry ti-avollor.

Our guide then exiilained the depth of 
tho river " just tlierc," the hoiglit and 
breadth of the Falls, the thieknoss of the 
ice; and we stand like simple cliildreii 
listening to liis oft-ropeated conversation, 
at which we can only o.xpreasj onr admira- 
tion by ejaculating, "You don't say so," 
"Just fancy," "Isn't it wonderftd? " and .so 
forth, ^\'hat uioilels fur his chisel could 
a sculptor not lind here; Huge ma.ssive 
pillars of solid ice, ornamuiited after the 
Corinthian style and nieoly worked, seem 
in some measure to atlbi'd extra support 
to the overhanging cliff on which Iho 
thoimnd and one icicles rest in calm and 
majestic repose. Is tlieio anything on 
earth half so beautiful and entrancing 
from the hand of 'he sculptor as that 
picco of work, formed by Katni e, in al- 
most the twinkling of an eye? We arc 
about half an Ii'our or so in accomplishing 
the first part of our day's work.

There are few loeiiibers wh 
with as much conlidence as ho dc 
were he to devote himself assiduouslj' to 
tlie preparation of his subject there are 
very few that could make a bettor or 
nuu'e efl'ectivc .spcccli.

He claimed, that liritish Columbia 
iiail, to a certain extent, not been proper- 
ly dealt with bec:inso of tho buililing of 
the Islaiul Railway not being included 
in the contract, and for this reason ho 
was not altogether in favor of tho bargain. 
He thouglvt that too much attention was 
being ptiid to Manitol)a to tho exclusion 
of bis [jroviiu'e, but lie was pleased to 
know, tind to be able to state, that the 
groat maj(irity of tho House and country 
wore in favor of keeping faith with tho 
f'iicific people although there woro soma 
politictal tricksters who, for tho pur- 
pose of getting into nflico, would 
not scruple to bre;ik the solemn 
bavg.ain that bad been tMitered into 
when Diitiali Colunibi;i joined the cou- 
foderatioii. Mr. lilake hud said that 
British Columbia was an incubus 
on tho Dominion but ho was very much 
mistaken ; if he (Blake) wodM not prove 
nil incubus on tho opposition before they 
got throngli with him. For tho ainuse- 
ment and editication of tho House ho pro- 
duced a Clhibir and pointed out tho posi- 
tion of British Colunibiti in tho centre of 
the commercial world, which gave her 
iminonso natural advantage fur trade be- 
tween Asia and Europe. These advan- 
tages could only be fuly developed when 
a through r(vad was running from Vancou- 
ver island to the .\tlantic ocean. He 
twitted the I'leuiier with neglecting his 
constituents in the bargain which he had 
made, but boiied that the lime wiisnotfur 
distant whon he would be able to moot 
tho wishes and fair demands of the island 
people. He (5Ir. Bimster)could not help 
thinking that the Cbiuese (ptestion would 
be the next great one before the country, 
and, to make a bogimiing, ho hoped tho 
(loveniuieiit woiilil insert a clasue in tho 
contract prohibiting tho Syiidicato from 
using Chineso labor. 

Ill conclusion, sir, I may say that in 
Air. Bunster you have areprosenlativo well 
worthy of yuiir confidence and esteem. 
He luis ability far abo\ e the average. He 
has never neglected your interests, but 
on the contrary has always futrght for 
thom. He has niatlo many friends in On- 
tario by his uniform straightforward 
course and pleasing manner, and, in my 
humble opinion, hois destined for a much 
brighter position than llio one which he 
now so nobly fills.

If both steam and 
aails are needed then a shorter smoke- 
stack is shipped, over which the boom 
plays freely. Tho vessel will proceed 
shortly to the West Coast on a sealing ex- 
pedition. 

Tost Of a New Process. 

.\t Spratt's Foundry to-day a test will 
be made of a chomical process for reduc- 
ing rock carrying precious - metal without 
the aid of a mill or apparatus for crush- 
ing. By this process it is claimed tliat 
tlio rock is reduced to mud and tlitit the 
ore imty bo then separated by tho oi dinary 
method of washing. The cost, is said, lo 
bo very light— $2 or ?:( a ton— and the 
principle has boon successfully applied in 
California, Nevada and Utah. A quan- 
tity of rock from the Big Bonanzti Ledge at 
Cariboo has been brought to town and 
will be operated upon to-day in the pre- 
sence of a few interested persons.

The quarrel between (Jraut and 
lilaiiie, as I hear if, .s:i>s a correspon- 
dence of tho riiilaileljihia Tintcs, is 
very amusins;, more like two school 
boys than two gi'oat big men, who 
have or had the eyes of the whole 
country bent towarcl them. I will not 
voucli for tho .story, but this is the way 
it came to ine ; After the Chicago con- 
veiilioii, smarting somewhat uiuler tho 
defeat, Ijlainc consoled hiin.self by 
saying to .some friends: "Well, I have 
beaten that fellow Grant, anyway."

Tliert! is a tenant- fanner named 
O'Brien whose holding borders on En- 
nistymon. lie is a Land Leaguer, 
and his brother, a trader in the village, 
is one o2 the most prominent oflicials of 
the local branch. O'Brien, the agri- 
culturist, has a herder named Murphj-. 
Thi.s man is paid no wages, but ho is 
allowed to work at any occasional job 
that may turn U[) in the vicinity, pro- 
vided his wife and family di.schargc bis 
duties during his absence. Murphy's 
reward as a herdsman is a residence. 
Ye God.s, such a house I Along an un- 
frequented road, nettr Eniiistynion, the 
passer-by will notice an .unroofed cot- 
tage standing cold and ilesolale, a 
gloomy disfigurement of the landscnpe. 
Through apertures whicli once did 
serve for windows one fancies liesees the 
jiigstye which formerly bplonged to the 
holder of the cottage. But no; a thin 
cloud of peat-smoko i.s slowly oozing 
from the door. Wc; go round the side 
of the house, not without contracting 
much slush and other inodorous stufl' 
on our boots and garmentH, until we 
arrive at the cabin wherein Air. O'Brien 
has styed his liordsinan. "God save all 
here," wc exclaim, without discerning 
anybody or anything in the interior, 
owing to ^the smoke which stings our 
eyes :is wc enter, "Thank you kind- 
ly, sir,''we hoar from a female v'Oice,aud 
then standing on one side to admit tlie 
light, whieli lind.s entrance only by tho 
door, this is the ])icturc : A woman, 
with a small child at In'r breast, sits 
crooning over tho two turfs whicli niiiko 
tho fire. A bright-eyed- laddie sits op- 
posite, and beside him stands a dimin- 
utive figure, clad only in a boy's coat 
which trails the ground. Immediately 
atljoining are a few black boards raised 
a foot from the floor' Some hay is 
strewn lightly over thorn, and tlicrc is 
a kind of horse-rug — presented, no 
doubt, by some of the local relief com- 
mittee, formiiig tho coverlidi' .Our 
visit is at ono o'clock in the day. It is 
freezing outside, but sitting on the bed 
like a [lair of tho younger gods of India, 
mute, cross logged, upright, with un- 
fathomable young eyes — are two chil- 
dren of about two and a lialf years, 
absolutely naked, their cold, shrunken 
bodies partially shielded from the 
atmosphere by a careless twining of a 
fold of the bed rug. There was no 
furniture in the house except the one 
stool on which the woman sat and a 
chest to hold [lotatoes. Tlio thatch bad 
been rccontly restored by a neighboring 
landowner, from whoso class the woman 
told mo she liad been supplied w ith the 
necessario.s of life for a long time past. 
And this was the house of Alurpli}', the 
herdsman of O'Brien, the tenant farnior 
and Landleagucrl — London Sfaiulairl.

This winter, when the Governmcint an- 
nounced the approaching return of sjie- 
cie payment, gold ran do\yn with a 
rush, so that now we make little or 
notliing by its sale. Nor is this the 
worst of tliis ve.xed matter. ^ We can- 
not even get our gold driifts cashed in 
gold; as in Paris and London, without 
paying a liigU percentage.
